!f you have no cooking utensils and you wish to use the 
tin foil container, boil water in the foil container or it will 
disintegrate on an open fire without water in it. You can 
add tea. If another container is needed to cook food, use 
one from another pack and save them both for the 
following day as they are re useable. Use with biscuits 
and soup or meat, rice and vegetables. With the latter, 
let it stand for 10 minutes and stir occasionally. As a 
rough rule of thumb use two cups of water to the rice mix. 
One sachet of soup needs 200 mls of water. If short of 
water put both sachets in 200 ml of water. 

For best results with dried beef jerky, cut up finely, nearly 
to dust and mix in with soup. 100 grams of beef with the 
water removed to a dried condition leaves you with 25 
grams to carry. If you have no time to add hot water to 
beef just cut small pieces off and re-hydrate in the 
mouth. It's very tasty. It also can be added to dried 

potato. 

To make the dried potato, boil 100 

mls of water and add powder. Stir

In his book "History of the Great American Fortunes”

Many people believed he was the 
senior Rothschild agent in the U.S.A. A banker who 
headed the House Banking and Currency Committee, 
Congressman Louis McFadden referred to J.P. Morgan 
as the top American agent of the English Rothschilds. 
J.P. Morgan was experienced in organising "panics" 
before he co-ordinated the 1893 panic. 


Panic Circular of 1893 


Robert Owen [no relation] a senator testified before a 
congressional committee that the bank he owned 
received a letter from the National Bankers Association, 
which became known as the "panic circular of 1893". It 
said, "you will at once retire one-third of your circulation 
and call in one-half of your loans." 

J.P. Morgan was accused of starting the panic of the 
Knickerbocker Bank and the Trust Company of America 
in 1907 but after he had picked up the pieces he 
answered criticism with the words "the United States 
gravely needed a central banking system." 

The following information's original source seems to be 
"Our Crowd" by Stephen Birmingham, the connection or 
welding of the House of Rothschild to the House of 
Rockerfeller was necessary to implement the creation of 
the" Federal Reserve" [central bank] and the central 
player was Paul Warburg who, along with his brother

Marriages 
between Banks 


Paul married Nina 
Loeb, daughter of 
Solomon Loeb of 
Kuhn, Loeb and 
Company, one of the other powerful banking companies. 
His brother Felix married Frieda Schiff, daughter of Jacob 
Schiff, the ruling power behind the Kuhn, Loeb. In the 
eighteenth century the Schiffs and the Rothschilds 
shared a double house in guess where - "Frankfurt." They 
obviously made more in that town than sausages, Schiff 
reportedly bought his partnership in Kuhn, Loeb with 
Rothschild money. 

So in a short time the Warburg brothers were partners 
in the Kuhn, Loeb Bank, and the bank decided to pay him 
$500,000. per year to spend his time writing and lecturing 
on the need for bank reform. He commenced this in 1907 
at the time of the panic and did not cease until the federal 
reserve was created in 1913. He worked closely with 
Nelson Aldrich who was Morgan's floor broker in the 
senate. Nelson's daughter Abby married John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. 

The banking families wished to install a centralised 
system which had worked so well for them in the 
european countries. The formula called for a scheme 
which would look like the government was talking over 
when, in reality, the control would be solidified in the 
same secret group. Aldrich was appointed by the senate 
to head the National Monetary Commission and spent 
$300,000 and two years studying central banking. When 
he returned in 1910 Aldrich and Paul set up a secret 
meeting to prepare the first draft for the federal reserve 
system. They meton Jekyl Island, Georgia. Present were 
Henry P. Davison of J.P. Morgan & Co; Frank A. 
Vanderlip, president of the Rockerfeller-owned Nation 
City Bank; A. Piatt Andrew, assistant secretary of the 
Treasury; Benjamin Strong of Morgan's bankers Trust 
Company, and of course, Paul Warburg. 

At the time the press and a number of national political 
personalities were calling for a banking system "free of 
any Wail Street or any monopolistic interest". The plan 
that emerged was to set up a privately run central bank 
which had the appearance of meeting popular demand 
but actually did nothing of the sort. Warburg claimed to 


Abraham Lincoin; opposed 
the Banks and died. 








be the author of the plan but Vanderlip actually drafted 
the final copy. 

The Aldrich Bill was introduced into the senate but failed, 
probably due to the fact that Aldrich was so closely linked 
to Morgan and Wall Street. The tactics had to be 
changed. The Bill had to be disguised even more and 
appear to come from the other side of the political 
spectrum-- the Democrats instead of the Republicans. 
This decision involved changing the government of the 
United States. In the next edition we will continue with 
the details on how they succeeded.

Money and Power 


Just before we go | would like to show some figures that 
will allow the readers to understand the huge stakes of 
power and money these banking houses were playing 
for. |n 1909 at about the time these plans were being 
implemented, the share of all corporation assets held by 
the 200 largest corporations rose from 32% in 1909 to 
49% in 1930 and reached 57% in 1939. 

By 1930 these 200 largest corporations held 49.2% of 
the assets of all the other 40,000 corporations in the 
United States of America. ($81 billion out of $165 billion). 
In fact in 1930, in the midst of the depression, one 
corporation American Telephone and Telegraph 
controlled by Morgan, had greater assets than the total 
wealth of twenty-one states of the union. The influence 
of these banking families was and still is so great that 
Rothschild [Morgan & Schiff] and Rockerfeller groups 
acting together or separately could make or break the 
economic system of any country in the world, when ever 
they see gain to their cause.

This enables 
them to pull in petty crooks so they can wring out a few 
stories of who's on the take, or find out some dirt on an 
upstanding pillar of the community for blackmail or to 
spread about and cause dissension in loyal 
Apathralians. 


The security police established correctional hospitals 
(prison camps) in isolated areas in every district. Up until 
now everyone who has come out of these establishments 
has been re-educated. We do not know if they have had 
a lobotomy or severe electric shock treatment but they do 
not recognise their own mothers and can only cope with 
very menial work operations. Of course these people are 
in the minority, the mass majority do not reappear from 
these institutions. Sometimes the police let a person go 
from the police station who has just been knocked about 
but we are very suspicious of these people and cut any 
communication. Elements of the resistance generally 
give them a long anonymous interview to learn any new 
information and techniques. Our Quisling government 
have tirades against the state enemies, terrorists and 
anarchists in the main media outlets but the more noise 
they make about the resistance, the more we all know 
that it is a reflection on their suffering and their 
inadequate ability to respond in positive ways. 

Even the police, the loyal ones, have been indulging in 
sabotage. Some of the single, fit types have joined the 
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guerilla detachments and have been contributing in a big 
way as they have had some firearm training, radio, first 
aid and rescue experience but, most of all, they know how 
the other side thinks. They can plan like a bureaucrat and 
they know their procedures, even though they change

codes, they cannot change their system. 
The loyal police also warn people they are about to be 
arrested, and throw out their old uniforms where the 
resistance might find them and use them to visit a police 
barracks to release their friends. During fire fights with 
enemies of the people or saboteurs their weapon always 
jam. They fail to hit anything and then complain that they 
do not get enough training anyway. Most of them run out 
of ammunition very quickly and hide it in places where 
the resistance might fall over it by accident. After small 
exchanges with the resistance the loyal policeman will 
shoot up his own vehicle, motorbike radio or other 
equipment of value to expend the government's 
ammunition, destroy his equipment and make it look like 
the resistance was three times as powerful as they really 
were. 
When a loyal policeman is on road-blocks or cordons his 
inattentiveness will allow the encircled resistance 
workers to break out. Most collect ammunition and guns 
for the time when things get too hot for them and they 
u 


have to head for those hills. When they go, they 


generally cannot run as they are carrying too much loot 
from the police armory. On patrols they open fire when 
nothing is there. They just fire three rounds to get it dirty 
and then complain about having to clean it back at the 
station. It spooks the security police and gives them 
another opportunity to hide the balance of their ammo 
which wasn't really expended. 


When they attend 
road accidents they 
chat the doctors up 
and acquire extra 
medical certificates so 
that injured resistance 
fighters can be 
admitted into hospital 
as road accident 
victims instead of 
bullet wounded 
terrorists. Police cars 
are ideal for special 
delivery vehicles and 
are never stopped to 
get their papers 
checked. When loyal policemen leave their keys in the 
car when they take a break at McDonalds the resistance 
always brings the vehicle back on time in good condition.

When people 
in the public eye have become unpopular with the 
government they might like to pose as a:prisoner and 
have a ride to bushy spots in rural areas where they can 
go for a country walk and find the guerillas. 

Sometimes accidents have occurred whilst they have 
been delivering prisoners to the correctional hospitals 
and they have all escaped. Sometimes the policeman 
disappears. Also they usually take code books and wax 
impressions of the keys for if they take keys the security 
police change the locks and wax impressions are good 
enough for the locksmith. 

The good police are generally very quick at looking at 
your driving licence. So quick that they would never 
notice if it is genuine or not if you get asked for |.D. The 
security police spend half an hour checking it on the radio 
and look at it with funny lights. 

TURNING THE POSITION ABOUT 

The resistance has them working now. At first it was all 
their way but now they are off balance, not on the back 
foot yet, but struggling as they know that stiffer counter 
measures in controlling the public will result in more 
general support for the resistance. This was the opposite 
position only a few months ago.

The Start of War 


On a midsummer day, 1914 the world was at peace. On 
June 23rd and 24th the British fleet was making a 
ceremonial call at the Keil Canal, which was being re- 
opened after having been deepened. The Kaiser took the 
opportunity of inspecting one of the dreadnoughts, H.M.S. 
King George V. A few days later a cloud arose on the 
horizon. The Austrian Arch-Duke Franz Ferdinand and his 
wife, who were visiting Sarajevo in Bosnia, were 
assassinated, and he was the heir to the throne. In Australia 
this event was too far away for anyone to get concerned 
about, The Austrian and Hungarian authorities immediately 
began to suggest that Serbia was a party to the crime. 
Feeling in Austria against Serbia ran very high, and was 
artfully stirred on by the newspapers, On July 23rd, Austria 
presented an ultimatum to Serbia demanding an answer 
within 48 hours. Serbia appealed to the Tzar of Russia,who 
asked for an extension of the time limit. This was refused 
by Austria and a suggestion by Great Britain that she should 
mediate in the matter was also disregarded. Russia then 
hinted to Serbia that the latter should try to conciliate Austria 
but intimated that if Austria attacked Serbia a Russian 
mobilisation on the Russo-Austrian frontier would be 
ordered. 

The assassin had been hanged and about a dozen of his 
compatriots had meta similar fate. Serbia sent a conciliatory 
reply, but Austria refused to listen to it and on the 28th of 
July declared war on Serbia, Russia declared that she would 
mobilise and Germany said that would mean war with 
herself, On August the 1st, France mobilised in support of 
the Russians and on 2nd of August the Germans invaded 
Luxembourg and entered France in four places. On 3rd 
August, Germany sent a note to Belgium alleging that she 
must violate Belgian soil in order to anticipate a French 
attack through Belgium. On the same day the Belgians 
refused Germany's demands and appealed to Great Britain 
to assist in safe guarding the neutrality of their country. On 
the 4th August, the Germans attacked Belgium. Great 
Britain could not refuse to help and, at 11 p.m. on August 
4th 1914, Great Britain and Germany were at war. 

To get anidea of what went on in that week the standing 
armies were as follows 

Germany 2,250,000, 

Austria-Hungarian 810,000. 


On one side later to be joined by Turkey and 























Russia 2,000,000. 

France 1,250,000. 

Great Britain 275,000. 

That did not include any of the smaller countries like Serbia 
and Belgium. Their armies were not even as large as Great 
Britain. Can you imagine the excitement of that week? 
Armies, millions of men being sent to all corners of Europe 
not knowing if they would ever come back. None of the 
above figures include the mass increases that occurred in 
the following months. They were just the starting figures. 
Even though Great Britain's army was the smallest, if she 
had not come into the war Germany would have won it in a 
few weeks, ; 

Before we answer the last surprising statement, just reflect 
for a moment at what stage of the above scenario do you 
see the world today in regards to Bosnia, Serbia and 
Russia. How far away are we from a similar disaster with 
our general officers accepting medals from Indonesia and 
only 3200 riflemen to guard Australia. What a joke?

Britain Saves the Day 
Well getting back to why Britain saved the bacon [France 
and Belgium anyway] on the western front and realistically 
if that front had collapsed the war would have been over, 
the Germans would have been the One World government. 
The British expeditionary force consisting of two army corps 
under the supreme command of Sir John French, began to 
land in France on August the 7th,1914 just three days after 
the declaration of war. One hundred and sixty eight 
thousand men were Britain's contribution. They fought the 
first battle on the 23rd of August. The million and a half 
soldiers of the German army tried to complete the Schlieffen 
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plan [double envelopment]. The British army held on at the 
Battle of Mons and then retreated in tact to "Le Cateau” on 
26th August. After the collapse of the German attempt to 
push onto Paris, the Battles’ of Marne and Aisne were not 
victories as such, but the Germans did withdraw and lost 
more in casualties. In fact, on the western front the 
Germans, in the first four months, lost 747,465 casualties. 
The main reason that the small, by comparison, British 
contingent had such a drastic effect was that this army was 
made up of regulars and some reserves who had all been 
trained to shoot rifles. This army referred to in history as “the 
old contemptible" had a professional core who had been 
trained by an enemy in the use of accurate rifle fire. The 
Germans were amazed. Their intelligence correctly 
assessed that the British only supplied two machine guns 


formation, every bullet was bound to find.two billets, The 
other companies kept advancing very slowly, using their 
dead comrades as cover, but they had absolutely no 
chance." 


The war diary of the Duke of Comwall Light Infantry said 
"the only fire that could be brought to bear was from the 
breastwork [across the road and holding only ten men]. The 
O.C. Post waited until the head of the advancing enemy 
reached the level crossing, the range of which was known 
tobe exactly 750 yards. Then with combined sights at 750 
and 800 yards fire was opened. The number of rifles was 
all too few, but every shot must have taken effect. The result 
upon the enemy was miraculous. In a moment the road was 
clear."

to each battalion at this time but the Field Commanders were 
sure that the Brits had one to each platoon. They were 
wrong. Most of the professional soldiers in the ranks had 
served on every continent in the globe and were the most 
highly trained at that time as the majority of their allies and 
enemies were highly trained conscripts, Most of those 
British soldiers were twenty-two year men. They received 
an extra few pennies a week if they signed on for life or 
termination of service on losing more than one limb. A large 
part of these men had seen service in South Africa. The 
ones who didn't had benefited from the training practises 
that had been so costly learned in South Africa from the 
most effective rifle shooters warfare had come across until 
that time. 


British Rifles Trained 


The changes were implemented in the "Musketry 
Regulations of 1909" by Major McMahon. He had served 
with distinction in the South African war and was Chief 
Instructor at the School of Musketry at Hythe. In 1905 with 
the No. 1 Mark 111 Sergeant-Major Wallingford, an 
instructor at the school, succeeded in firing 36 well aimed 
shots in 60 seconds. At Mons the British rifle fire was of an 
intensity never previously seen on a battlefield. The 
Germans, brave soldiers under good leaders, came on in 
heavy masses and were shot down by the thousand by what 
they firmly believed to be massed machine guns. One 
Scottish soldier wrote: 

"They advanced in companies of 150 men in files five 
deep.... We could steady our rifles on the trench and take 
deliberate aim. The first company were simply blasted away 
to heaven by a volley at 700 yards and, in their insane 


Today's equipment 

History as usual speaks for itself. The side with the most 
men and materials might win the war but the men who best 
use their equipment can and do win the battles. Consider 
thatthe new Australian Aug Styer rifle in 223 rem is expected 
to be only used at a maximum range of three hundred yards. 
Yes we know that when it's functioning the calibre is 
accurate to 1000 yds but, Australia is a big open country 
and most of its area is similar to South Africa with clear 
conditions. In comparison to the pollution in the northern 
hemisphere, the Boers with their 1895 model] Mausers shot 
the British Artillery crews at 2700 yards. The big shot 
soldiers who are supposed to know say "Oh well! We have 
lots of other equipment that can handle targets at those 
ranges". What they do not say is how much they cost each? 
How much does the ammo cost? Are they as easily to 
transport as a soldier and his rifle and do they have as many 
of them as they have soldiers with their rifles? If you get 
positive answers for those questions be very suspicious of 
the person giving the answers. The soldiers at Mons could 
not rely on artillery because it wasn't there at the time. 


Facing a Determined Foe 


To get some perspective of the dilemma facing a more 
modern large army when it comes to face a determined foe 
no matter how small who can use the rifle to a better 
degree, we should study the South African War. It is one of 
the finest examples of an individual making the best use 
of his rifle which is what the snipers trade is all about. The 
Boer's regular army consisted of 1000 trained artillerymen 
backed by twice as many mounted police. Their strength 
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lay in some 40,000 men who had a liability 
to serve in times of emergency and to bring 
their own rifles, ammunition, rations and 
horses. They elected their own officers but 
were not bound to obey orders. The 
weaknesses of this system are plain but they 
were offset by their determination and 
marksmanship. They depended on rifles for 
a major part of their food supply. On the other 
side the British had the resources of the 
Empire and at one time had 500,000 full time 
soldiers attempting to contain these 
individualists. The Boer's had evolved an 
effective tactical system in a long series of 
campaigns against the indigenous tribes of 
the area who had also outnumbered the 
Boer’s. A German military observer wrote: 
"[each man] had learned to study the 
country, to avail himself of its cover in order 
to get within effective range of his adversary, 
and only to fire when success was certain, but to fly quickly 
from danger. This system of fighting was not conducive to 
the carrying out of acostly attack, and on religious grounds 
he held defence to be more justifiable; he did not pursue but 
contented himself with victory, nor did he lightly risk his life; 
but he would quit a dangerous position without damage to 
his moral strength and, instead of holding out to the last, 
would occupy a new one.” 


Tactics of the Boers 

This doctrine should never ever be forgotten by a sniper. 
He might not be in agreeance on the religious grounds but 
every point should be remembered. Attacks are mostly 
more expensive for the lives of the attacker and by not 
pursuing the Boer, Very rarely was he lured into traps which 
is a favourite counter for snipers. The Boers often left 
marking sticks at fixed ranges so that they could lower the 
settings on their sights precisely as the infantry advanced 
another 100 meters. 

On some occasions they would use set guns on the top 
of rocky hills to go off when the British were on the march. 
The Brits would direct artillery at the top of the hill and 
advance in formation to take the hill. Rifle fire would halve 
their numbers before they went a hundred yards. The Brits 
might try using their long range rifle sights and companies 
would shoot volleys of 303s onto the top of the hill. 
Meanwhile, when the remnants of the advancing infantry 
finally got to the bottom of the hill, they would find the Boers 
leaving their trenches dug at the base of the hill. They would 
mount their horses and ride off without losing a casualty. 
Another of their games would be to ambush columns 
knowing that the Brits would take cover in the gullies. These 
gullies would be the killing grounds and would have been 
exposed to precise long range rifle fire from unseen 
positions or they would have the sun behind them so the 
Brits had the setting sun to stare at as their final memory 
of the earth. 


Battle of Colenso 
At the battle of Colenso on the Tugela River Lieutenant- 








The Boers ready for Action 


General Sir Redvers Buller V.C. wanted to cross the river 
to relive the besieged town of Ladysmith, The Boers held 

the high ridges on the far side and Buller had to advance 
over open rolling country. The highest hill Hlangwane was 
occupied by President Kruger's volunteers, Buller sent 1000 
mounted infantry which was just about suicidal. He was 
employing 16000 men with 44 guns against 5000 Boers with 
12 guns (artillery). 

After losing the infantry advances to heavy rifle fire the 
Commander of the Royal Artillery, Colonel C.J. Long with 12 
of the 15 pounder guns, trotted forward and unlimbered 
them 1250 yards from the Boer riflemen. The gunners went 
into action with a precision that would have won prizes in 
the Aldershot competitions but the Boer rifle fire devastated 
them. Long was wounded and orders were given for 
survivors to withdraw. The British army has a bit of a thing 
about not surrendering the guns to the enemy (a lot of pride 
in the artillery). They forgot about crossing the Tugela and 
had four very determined efforts to regain those guns. In fact 
four Victoria Cross and eighteen Distinguished Conduct 
Medals were won (mainly posthumously) and only two of 
the 12 guns were brought back. Each time they reached the 
guns, the Boers 7mm mauser rifles eliminated the gun crews 
at 1250 yards. Buller had to withdraw at 11 in the morning 
after receiving 1127 casualties without coming to grips with 
his enemy at all. The Boers casualities numbered six killed, 
twenty-two wounded and one man drowned in the river. This 
was all achieved in the days before optical rifle sights. How 
would our modern army cope with their 300 yard rifles 
against the Boers? Have we had technological advances in 
the last ninety years? 

These Boers taught the British Army lessons in the hardest 
schoo! of all. Most seem to be forgotten and the biggest 
crime of all is that they might have to be learned all over 
again at the cost of other lives. The Boer soldier was one 
of the most efficient self contained fighting units the world 

has ever known. His equipment and skills relate to the sniper 
of “all time" and we will discuss these at length in Edition 12.

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In the second of our Interviews series we feature Perry 
Jewell, founder of the Confederate Action Party. 

LS&B: When were you first aware of a One World Government 
movement? 

PJ: My personal experiences and travels in Central Africa, 
U.S.A. and Europe during the sixties -in particular the end result 
of U.N. so-called peace keeping forces - caused me to question 
the validity - integrity of purpose of the entire U.N. Organisation 
and functions. From that movement on it was not hard to work 
it out, especially when demonstrated the inaccuracies and 
perhaps manipulation of the news media. One has only to be 
in an emergency situation - on the spot - and then read the 
reports to see what can and often does happen to the truth. 
LS&B: Which branches of the One World Government 
movement are the most powerful, or are leading the way? 

PJ: Easy question - two horns to the answer but no dilemma. 
The U.N. Organisations and the International Banking System 
= until the control and creation of credit is returned into patriotic 
Australian hands we as a nation will continue to decline. Part 
of our problem today is that our political parties are lead by 
internationalists not Nationalists, and that is why we are being 
“sold out" internationally. 

LS&B: In your "Promise" you state "Federalise road laws". Do 
you mean to change the Constitution by removing the State 
power, or do you mean to bind all the state legislation to the 
one simple "Highway code"? 

PJ: Perhaps the words used should have been "Standardise 
road laws". We want to keep the faith with the transport industry 
to prevent their constant manipulation by rapacious 
government charges and unfair laws. However, as strong 
believers in State rights and our sovereignty we would always 
strongly support the States and in fact, by eliminating some of 
the duplication and triplication of government functions, would 
actually give the States greater strength. Remember as a huge 
continental country we will always be better with a strongly 
deployed set of State governments than with one grossly 
inefficient internationalistic government occupying Canberra. 
LS&B; What is your Party's policy on firearm ownership? 


PJ: C.A.P. strongly supports the right of honest citizens of 
sound mind to own firearms. We believe that responsible gun 
ownership is a National asset and should be encouraged by the 
government in various ways; by subsidising cadet corps in 
schools, national service and be agreeable to the establishment 
of a civilian militia or reserve - perhaps alone the lines of Swiss 
system. We will encourage the re-establishment ofan arms and 
munitions industry with tax incentives to encourage their 
foundation. Regarding the so-called controls of firearms, the 
main controlling factor should not be a licensing system but the 
compilation of a prohibited persons list by the taw enforcement 
bodies to prevent firearms falling into the wrong hands. C.A.P. 
strongly supports self regulation and would encourage the 
shooting organisations and perhaps the armed services to 
become included in the sensible structuring of training facilities 
for the public. Remember C.A.P. will introduce a two tier 
national service i.e. voluntary military national service (2 years) 











































































































and 1 year's civilian national service - this will dramatically 
expand the number of shooters and our defence capacity and 
facilities. A final word on this matter is that C.A.P, accepts 
the 1688 Bill of Rights. 


LS&B: Why is your Party different from the others? As you 
are aware most of the nationalistic patriotic groups in 
Australia are extremely anti-political party. 

PJ: | can understand why, but analyse the problem and you 
will find that the only solution is the decimation of the existing 
Socialist parties by the creation of a third political force to win 
by sheer weight of numbers a democratic election and from 
a position of government educate the voting public in the 
responsible use of C.].R. and then by referendum write C.I.R. 
into both our National and State Constitutions. Our candidate 
selection for all lower houses is selection by local branches 
in those electorates - this differs markedly from the so-called 
major parties. Our candidates sign their open resignation 
when they apply - the "recall" at present is Jegally 
unenforceable by right from the criteria we are sharing here 
and will apply with a C.A.P. government. 

LS&B: Do you acknowledge that our present political parties 
are wrecking Australia on purpose or do you think that what 
they are doing is mis-management? If wrecking on purpose 
who or what is going to be the ultimate benefactor of the 
present political parties planning? 

PJ: Atleast it is a combination of both and at worst very much 
more sinister than that. ifitis an orchestrated conspiracy then 
without doubt the nett benefactor has to be tne 
internationalists - see how our fuel prices are linked by world 
Party pricing and our grain manipulated by cartels etc. etc. 
All | would say to everyone is that if you are not politically 
active you are part of the pattem not part of the solution today. 
Our two greatest probiems are apathy and socialism. 
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LS&B: When your Party controls the House of Representatives 
will you pay off are foreign debts or will you wipe them as illegal 
as the Bretton Woods Treaty was contrary to our Constitution 
with a mis-use of the External Powers cluse, and that figure of 
money is only an artificial medium anyway? 

PJ: To answer this question would require advance knowledge 
of the state of our nation at that date. It is true that the mis-use 
af the external powers cluse is illegal. Most of our problems will 
be solved by rebuilding our national capacity to manufacture 
independently and to become a truly magnificent and sovereign 
nation in control of our own destiny 


LS&B: What do you see as the best course of action to stop 
the other side from winning? Do you feel that your movement 
is achieving this action? 

PJ: The only course of action is to motivate sufficient people. 
Did you know that if you total all the political parties’ 
membership, they have only about 150,000 members between 
them - i.e. less than one person in seventy belongs to a political 
party. When we have got just ten people to join us in each post 
code we will be the largest party in Australia, and just twenty 
in each post code (there are 800) will enable us to outnumber 
all of then combined. Let me ask you - the reader - a question. 
Are you a member and how are you supporting Australia? 
C.A-P. strategy is to encourage the single issue groups to keep 
on in their area of particular interest and expertise and at the 
same time join us on the broad political front as well. That way 
they are, so to speak, fighting with both fists.

LS&B: With 8 million Australians on some sort of social 
welfare benefits, the voting public has been bought and paid 
for by Labor handouts.

| was on the phone to my contacts in a flash to see what 
was behind the media release. Sure enough, it was a 
pack of lies to denigrate a group of farmers, sick and tired 
of the arrogance of the banks, and who had enough 
courage to take affirmative action. | told my friends that 
it could be a rerun of the Eureka Stockade and | was 
going to be a part of it. 

When | rang the Muirheads they told me my support was 
welcome, but the rule was absolutely no firearms on the 
property. | grabbed some food, gassed the car up and 
headed off for Central Queensland. | met some railway 
workers when | stopped for lunch at Rocky. When | told 
them where | was going they gave me great support and 
said it was about time someone took on the Queensland 
government. They seemed a little disillusioned with the 
Labor Party. 

| arrived at the Muirheads' just in time to observe the 
process server and one very amused policeman attempt 
to gain entry to the property to serve papers on the 
Muirheads. When told that he had no jurisdiction to serve 
Papers on a secessionist state, the papers were flung 
down on the side of the road and are probably still there 
now. | stayed on the property for quite a few days and 
was able to witness some remarkable events and meet 
some very courageous Australians. 

Both Stephanie and George Muirhead would be two of 
the gamest and most decent peaple | have ever had the 
privilege to meet, and if a lot more people in this country 
had their guts, this nation would be a lot better place. 
Most of the supporters were superb people and they 
came from all walks of life. There were truck drivers, 
electricians, farmers, neighbours, businessmen from 
Mackay, pilots, workers from the coal mines, media reps, 
widows, women and children, pensioners, and almost all 
church denominations were there. They were all 
protesting the fact that the banks and the court did not 
give the’ Muirheads a fair go and expressing dismay that 
trial by jury and the Magna Carta were on the way out. 

A Flag For All Reasons 

People have asked me of the significance of some of 
the flags flown at the entrance to the property; in 
particular the United Nations and Aboriginal flags.

7.62 TOKAREVY AMMUNITION 


The 7.62mm Tokarev 
Cartridge 


Also known as 7.62x25mm. 


This is the cartridge for the pistol 
designed by Fjodor 


Wassiljewitsch Tokarev adopted 
by the Soviet army in 1930. Similar 


in dimensions and performance to 
the 7.63mm Mauser cartridge, it is 
identified by its headstamp, 
usually with a factory code and 
year of manufacture at 6- and 12- 
o'clock. 


While primarily a pistol cartridge, many submachine guns 
were chambered in this calibre throughout the Eastern 


bloc countries and the People's Republic of China. 


Many years ago in my badly managed youth, | 
developed a very intense desire to own a firearm, but as 
my excess income (money) was very limited, | could only 
afford to buy cheap and dubious quality guns. These 
cheap guns were often surplus ex-military firearms that 
had, at the time of purchase, a readily available supply 
of ex-military ammunition. But as time went on this supply 
of ammo started to dry up. As a result of being the proud 
owner of a number of guns that | could no longer obtain 
ammo for, | decided to become a handloader. 

One of the rifles | purchased was a SMLE in 7.7x54mm 
calibre, This was a semi-popular calibre in N.S.W., since 
military calibres were at that time illegal in that State. The 
rifle had its barrel unscrewed from the action to have the

unlikely to be in short supply in years to come. But it 
is always nice to know how to make it , so that in th 
event of a shortfall in ammo supply we do not need tq) 
stop using our firearms. 

The most readily available 7.62x25mm is Chinese,, 
and having tested it | can say it is of very consistent 
good quality. The cartridge case is made of brass; a 
slightly paler colour than our commercial brass used in 
sporting ammunition. This would tend to suggest a tin 
content of abour 6%, similar to old Sako cases. These 
Tokarev cases are very strong and handle high 
pressure well, but this is where the story ends. You see, 
these cases are BERDAN primed. 

If you want to reload for this calibre, this type of primer 
makes it a difficult proposal. It is easier to buy some 
commercial 7.63 Mauser ammunition (30 Mauser), as 
it is interchangeable with the 7.62 Tokarev. But there 
we come up with another problem, because 7.63 
Mauser cartridges are VERY HARD to obtain 
ANYWHERE. 

The solution is to make our 7.62 Tokarev case out of 
a readily available case. As well as being easy to get 
it should be BOXER primed to make it easier to reload. 

The head dimension of the 7.62 Tokarev is .385”, so 
we need a case that is similar in diameter. After 
checking diameters of other cases | had on hand, | 
found that there were only a few cases suitable for the 
modification. These were 38 Special, 357 Magnum, 
222 Remington and 223 Remington. All these cases 
are readily available, but the first two are RIMMED 
cases; this means that if they were used | would have 
to remove the rim of the case in a lathe and then cut 
an extractor groove. With all this extra work the 222 and 

223 looked more 





chamber shortened by one

Then comes the time to relube the cases and full length 
size them in the sizing die to their final dimensions. Then 
trim cases to their required finished length, and there you 
have it - new modified cases ready for reloading. 

it is my personal preference to use 222 cases for this 
modification, because they have a similar internal volume 
to the Tokarev cases. If you use 223 cases or ex-military 
5.56mm, | would suggest that you reduce your powder 


Projectiles for this calibre are few, but they are around. 
Any good projectile that can be used in the 30M1 
Carbine of 110gn or less will do fine. Also, 32ACP 
projectiles of 85gn are excellent. The standard 
diameter of the Tokarev bullet is .306", which is .002" 
smaller than our standard .30 calibre bullets. This has 
never caused any sign of excess pressure and 
accuracy has always been on a par with that of the 
Chinese ammunition. My standard practice bullet is a 
112gn hard cast lead semi-wadcutter that always gives 
good results. 

Propellent powders used in this calibre are commonly 
used in other pistols as well as shotguns. | have had 
good results with Australian Mulwex AP90, AP100, and 
AR2205; also Hercules Blue Dot gives good 
performance. Winchester 296 and 630 are two 
powders that | am sure will also be very useful, but as 
yet no loads have been developed with them. 

The case head will expand slightly on the first firing, 
but 222 and 223 cases are more able to stand up to 
this; from then on they may be treated the same as any 
commercially available case.

PASTOR AND CHURCH FINED FOR PREACHING 
AGAINST SODOMY 


Colorado - In 1988, the Fort Collins City Council proposed an anti- 


discrimination ordinance designed to protect sodomites from alleged 
discrimination in areas such as housing and unemployment. 


A local pastor, Pete Peters, addressed the matter and went on record: 
"The LaPorte Church of Christ, under the direction of its Head, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, in accordance with the Holy Word of God, opposes the 
proposed ordinance." Pastor Peters preached sermons on the subject 
at his church. The church purchased radio and TV time and ran ads 
in the local paper informing prople of what God's Word says about 
sodomy. 

The ordinance was eventually soundly beated by the voters, but in 
the midst of the fray, the Larimer County clerk and recorder contacted 
Pastor Peters and informed him that the law requires that “every 
political committee supporting or poopsing an issue” must register with 
the government and "reports shall be filed of all contributions received 
and expenditures made by or on behalf of such political committee." 

"After conferring with the secretary of state's office as well as the 
district attorney's office," the clerk said, "we have been informed that 
churches are not exempt from filing such information." Pastor Peters 
and the church were instructed to "comply immediately.” 

"The church and | decline to register as a political committee," Pastor 
Peters said. "We are not a political committee. This is a church and | 
am a preacher. Sodomy is a biblical subject. We are simply proclaiming 
the Word of God as the Lord commands us to do." 


(Two months later the county clerk notofied Pastor Peters that 
because he had not filed the church was in violation and would be 
fined F$10 per day for every day the forms were not filed. After an 
administrative hearing, secretary of state Natalie Meyer ruled that 
Pastor Peters and the church were in violation beginning 15/7/89. 
Pastor and church were later taken to court by the secretary.of state 
and Attorney General where.on 14/4/92 a district court enforced the 
fine. Peters and the church refused to pay.] 


"We simply practice our religion, which says we: can preach the 
gospel even if it applies to the sin of homosexuality," Pastor Peters 
said. 


{In October '92, the state seized over F$3,800 from the church bank 
account. On 26/2/93 the sheriff's department seized the church 
property to secure the balancé of a $14,000 fine. They hauled away 
furniture, chairs and equipment, including recording equipment 
valued at F$20,000, which did not belong to the church.] 


What makes this seizure of church property even more bizarre and 
unconscionable is that Colorado voters approved Amendment 2 in 
the November 1992 election, prohibiting state and local government 
from passing laws that protect sodomites from discrimination. 
Amendment 2 also rescinded all sodomite discrimination statutes in 
Aspen, Boulder and Denver. é

19.04.93 - Monday - approx. 19:30 hrs 
Two constables arrived at our address (corner shop) 
regarding an alleged domestic violence report.

At this point, knowing better of course, | was tempted to 
ask, "Don't you need a warrant?" - to which came the 
haughty reply, "Don't be bloody stupid, we don't need a 
warrant, let's go!'.

up. You don't speak English!" Myself detained in 
storeroom, then removal of weapons. | had to work the 
actions and clear most of them for the rozzers as those 
experts didn't have a clue. During the two hours the police 
Spent on our premises | asked five of the attending officers 
as to the source and/or reason for acting on a domestic 
violence report. The answers ranged from a shrug of the 
shoulders (the photographer) to a rather emotional "| now 
know that this sort of thing happens on a regular bases. 
If | had my way, you would be locked up in a mental 
hospital!" (Sen. Const. David Farley, City Police Station, 
100 Roma Street, Brisbane.

At approx. 10:00 hrs Const. Farley (as the most eager gun 
grabber will from here on be referred to as "pusher") 
returned with an exhibit receipt No. C 5191 for my 
signature. Informed me to contact him for advice and 
direction, but went on a seven day holiday (21st - 26th 
April) and from then on was constantly unavailable. (Ha- 
Ha). 

20.04.03 - Tuesday - approx. 16:30 hrs.

To counteract these moves from the politicians who 
command the police, suggestions have been made from

They are the guys who 
need a red hot poker inserted into their intestines, 
figuratively speaking of course. 

lf every time these parasites crawled out of those fancy 
offices to present a fat cheque to support some gay rights 
magazine they were met by angry people abusing them, 
after a while some of those bad vibes might even penetrate 
their thick reptilian hides. This could create mental 
pressure and they would then gather up their thick 
superannuation payments and retire to one of the 
Indonesian islands where we cannot reach them. 
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500 - 1000% Import Duty 


In the last issue we oulined Australia's worth and ended 
with saying how a 500 - 1000% import duty can work for 
Australia. Now we continue. This might at first sound 
extreme but other countries who are supposed to be our 
trading partners put these size duties on our rice and beef 
and we still import products from them. In fact we sell 
them our natural gas at 5 cents a kilogram and sell it to 
Australians at well over a dollar a kilogram. Japan uses 
it to smelt the iron ore we sell to them at bargain 
basement prices so they can sell us back a car on 
which our government puts 20% duty. If we had fair 
finance and fair tax and we could buy our gas at 5 cents 
a kilogram and our other raw materials at the Japanese 
price. Before you could say Heath Robinson we would be 
producing our own goods. We end up with a product 
which would be serviceable to Australian requirements. 
With a massive duty on imported goods the six billion 
dollars worth of food imported into Australia every year 
would not appear. Our canneries would reopen, our 
pineapples would be planted, we would not have to burn 
wool or chip orange groves up into wood chips or plough 
pears and apples into the ground. 


The exporter would be king as we would tell the |.M.F. 
that we were not paying our international debt or the 
interest. We would be guilty of breaking the Bretton 
Woods agreement and they would retaliate by making 
our Australian dollars non-negotiable around the world. 
This would not be a negative step as other prosperous 
countries like China do not exchange their currency 
unless you go there and give them U.S.D. then they will 
give you reminbi and you can spend it there and nowhere 
else. Of course this only adds to the countries wealth and 
diminishes the United States’ wealth as the country who 
has received that USD can then import some United 
States wealth with money that only cost the value of the 
trinkets that tourists take home on the plane with them. 


Import/Export 
In the import/export business the rest of the world would 
not accept our currency. Importers would only be able to 
buy foreign goods with U.S. dollars and if they did not 
export goods to win these U.S. dollars then they would 
have to trade goods or Australian currency with 
companies that did this system. Chinese government 
owned corporations cannot import any machinery or raw 
commodities without obtaining those U.S. dollars by 
exporting. This has two positive effects A: It forces them 
to use national resources and enterprise and B: It forces 
them to export. In fact the Chinese government has even

improved on that, it charges high duty on imports and 
takes that money and pays it back on a percentage basis 
to exporters. This enables them to subsidise the export

price and cuts the international competition out of the 
market. 


What will happen to the pensioners? 
Many will say well that's fine but what about social 
welfare. Pensioners and people incapacitated will 
receive their dividends from the government having the 
use of their capital [Australia] for | year. They should be 
able to manage as 10% of 62.5 Million is $625,000. 
U.S.D. per year on current exchange rates that equals 
$8928571 in Australian. The Defence Department will be 
allotted the present government factories like the 
government aircraft factories and the Mulwala Powder 
factories. The army will have to maybe farm itstraining 
areas. The Naval dockyards will have to make 
commercial vessels. Lithgow Small Arms factory, instead 
of sleeping on supplying small quantities of Australian's 
service rifles, must export sporting rifles as it did forty 
years ago.

The roads are a 
different proposition as the-only fair way of user pays is 
on the fuel as mileage = weight = fuel consumption and 
as all other taxes would be wiped out including licences, 
the real cost of crude oil is at the most 5 cents a litre so 
if we put a 5 cent road tax on fuel that really did only go 
to road building then our motor fuel should only cost us 
15 cents a litre and if we don't have the best roads in the 
world we should remove the managers yearly.

The men who signed the Declaration of Independence 
were some of the most brilliant men this planet has ever 
known. They had studied history and recognised that 
democracy was an inadequate system. They knew that 
democracies did not last. Like the example of Denmark - 
56% of the voters voted for signing the Maastricht Treaty 
and the next day police were shooting rioters in the street. 
The Greeks were told by the philosopher Solan that their 
democracy would not work without constitutional law. He 
wrote the "code of law.” The Greeks did not believe him and 
they subsequently lost their freedom. 

The tyranny of majority rules breeds the legal thievery of 
rights. These wise men realised that the essence of freedom 
is the limitation of government. Thomas Jefferson said 
“questions of power then, let no more be said of confidence 
in man but bind him down from mischief by the chains of 
the constitution." They knew that the system of 
constitutional monarchy was the finest the world had ever 
known but it had been abused by George the Third and his 
Lord Chief Justice of England, William Murray, Lord 
Mansfield. He insisted that a passive obedience was due to 
parliament which must notin anyway be questioned, much 
less be resisted by the people, and that every means of 
coercion is justified to enforce authority. George the Third 
and'Lord Mansfield abused the charters of Magna Carta and 
the Bill of Rights of 1688/89 and Jefferson acknowledged 
this in his declaration of 1776, 

He referred to the illegality of standing armies in time of 
peace, the subjection to foreign laws that were contrary to 
the constitution, not the U.S. Constitution which had not 
been written at that time, but the constitutional monarchy 
system that they lived under. Jefferson noted the cutting off 
of their trade, of imposing taxes without consent, for 
depriving them the benefits of trial by jury, subverting 
justice, for abolishing the free system of English laws, 
abolishing our most valuable laws, for taking away our 
charters and he has excited domestic insurrection amongst 
US. 

Is this familiar to Australia of the nineteen nineties? 

The founding fathers of the United States were desperate. 
They knew the faults of democracy but were being abused 
by dictatorial forces within the system that they 
acknowledged to be the ideal system. They had tried to 
motivate their fellow countrymen in England but apathy was 
their only answer. 

The founding fathers sent a commission to France to visit 
"The Pretender" Charles Edward Stuart, Bonnie Prince 
Charlie, who had sought asylum at the French Courtwith the 
view of installing him as the Constitutional Monarch of the 
United American Colonies. When they met him they realised 
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BUT AT WHAT PRICE 


that he had deteriorated due to the ravages of alcohol and 
would not be any use to them. Their dilemma continued. 
James Madison, the father of the constitution said 
“Democracies have ever been spectacles of turbulence and 
contention; have ever been found incompatible with personal 
security or the rights of property; and have in general been as 
short in their lives as they have been violent in their deaths”. 
As they had no other alternative they used the declaration as 
a foundation and formed a republic with as many constitutional 
guarantees as they could muster. A Constitution and a Bill of 
Rights which clung firmly to the charters, MagnaCarta 
statute's of Edward, the Petition of Rights, the Bill of Rights

The men who led the American Revolution were not wild 
eyed, rabble-rousing ruffians. They were soft spoken men of 
means and education, They had security but they valued 
liberty more. Standing tall and straight and unwavering, they 
signed the document, The Declaration of Independence, "for 
the support of this declaration, with a firm reliance on the 
protection of the divine providence, we mutually pledge to 
each other, our lives our fortunes and our sacred honour." 
What happened to the fortunes of those brave men. Benjamin 
Franklin died on April 17 in 1790 aged 84. Tugots epigram said 
it all "he snatched the lightning from the skies and the sceptre 
from tyrants." Thomas Jefferson and John Adams both 
became presidents of the-United States and both died in their 
beds on the same day July the 4th fifty years to the day of the 
historic signing. For the majority of the other signatories to use 
the opening words of Thomas Paines "The American Crisis” 
which was read out to Washington Army at Valley Forge 
"these are the times that try men's souls.” 


Of the 56 signatories, five were captured by the enemy and 
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as traitors were tortured before they died. Twelve had their 
homes ransacked and bumed. Two lost their scons in the army, 
another had two sons captured. Nine of the 56 fought and died 
from wounds or hardship during the war. Ca'rter Branxton of 
Virginia, a wealthy planter and trader, saw his ships swept 
from the seas by the enemy navy. He sold his home and 
properties to pay his debts and died in rags. Thomas Mc Kean 
was so hounded by the enemy that he was forced to move his 
family almost constantly. He served in the Congress without 
pay and his family was kept in hiding. His possessions were 
taken from him and poverty was his reward. Vandals or 
soldiers or both looted the properties of Ezllery, Clymer, Hall, 
Walton, Gwinnet, Heyward,-Ruttledge anid Middleton. 

At the battle of Yorketown Thomas Nelson Jnr noted that the 
enemy, General Cornwallis had taken over the Nelson's home 
for his headquarters. He quietly urged General George 
Washington to open fire. His home was destroyed and Nelson 
died bankrupt. Francis Lewis had his home and properties 
destroyed, the enemy jailed his wife anc she died within a few 
months. 

John Hart was driven from his wife's bedside as she was 
dying. Their thirteen children fled for tlieir lives. His fields and 
grist mill were laid waste. For more thian a year he lived in the 
forest and caves, retuming home to find his wife dead and his 
children vanished. A few weeks later Ine died of a broken heart. 
Simular fates were suffered by Morris and Livingstone. 

Twenty-four were lawyers ancj judges, eleven were 
merchants, nine were farmers - all were well educated men 
who knew well the dangers when; they signed that historic 
document. 

In Australia we are suffering under; simular circumstances. We 
have our constitutional guarantezes but have a parliament 
which wants us falsely to beliewe that they have sovereign 
power over us. They wish to consolidate that position by 
destroying our Constitution fore:ver under their new republic, 
Australians who have made a Stand have already suffered. All 
must read “The Declaration of Loyalty to the 
ConstitutionalMonarchy"” and decide if they want to stand 
together with the other signaitories or watch the small flame 
of freedom flicker out for the Jast time in Australia.

We then planned to send the 30 shot mags 
direct from China to the U.S. They then banned the 
import of the semi-auto parts into Australia. This ended

shape and then machines it to a final finish. Most other 
manufacturers assemble the receiver from two 
pressings riveted together, This is quite satisfactory in 
its function but shooters feel more comfortable with the 
forged receiver. 

Factory 386 have the production facilities to 
manufacture both types but must only put the pressed 
one into production when it has huge 
government orders. 

Factory 386 employs approximately 
eleven thousand workers and has 
housing, cinemas and bowls for the 
workers. | was told that although the 
factory had been making guns since the 
early fifties and had made Mosin- 
Nagants, SKS Type 56 and Type 63 
tifles there were no workers in the 
factory who were there when they didn't 
make AKS's. That was disappointing, as 
their engineers only knew how to make 
one type of firearm. They had a building 
the size of a large aircraft hanger full of

of China. These are small army factories that 
recondition rifles and are run and organised by the 
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separate entities - Army, Air Force, Navy, Police and 
Customs. They buy their barrels and parts from the 
larger manufacturing factories, of which there is one in 
each province. Factory 386 is where they all want their 
barrels from. 

Returning again to the Chinese restaurant in Quingling 
where all the boys were having a good feed after the 
hard day at the factory. They were pretty pleased with 
themselves as they had made a newrifle in a day. They 
had thought it would be impossible at China speed. The 
interpreter asked me what they should call the rifle. | 
have a daughter who was three at the time, and | knew 
that with strict supervision (like holding the foreend) she 
would be able to handle the light recoil and have great 
fun shooting it. Her name is Meagan so with just two 
letters changed | said "Maegun" and that was it. 

They liked it and beside the rifles sold in Australia, they 
exported over 100,000 to the United States. They would 
have been more famous in Australia if Senator Tate and 
his mates had not installed the "generic prohibited 
firearm list" into the Customs Act. So if you have one 
of these treasures - look after it! They are reliable and 
at the most advanced end of the evolution of the AK 
rifle. To disassemble this rifle for cleaning is easy. It 
would have to be the rifle with the fewest parts, the 
largest tolerances to ensure it functions and fires with 
a vegetable garden inside it, and has chrome plating on 
the unseen working parts to fight off the demon rust. In 
fact the main reason that the AK has been so popular 
is its ability to withstand the most agricultural abuse. 

Even though it has this capacity, neglecting one's rifle 
in these troubled days is a fate that is not worse than 
death, but could be part of the cause of it. Get into the 
habit when camping and hunting game, clean your rifle 
before you eat and give it a better clean after you have 
eaten. Clean it before you go to sleep, if you get that 
lucky, and clean it again when you wake up. Others may 
waste their time playing cards or engage in other trivia. 
Have religious conviction while you clean your rifle. It's 
quiet and relaxing getting to know every little wear mark 
and scratch, and your rifle is real life insurance.

| attended a hearing of the Supreme Court of Queensland 
in Brisbane 8/4/93 in the case of Harris v. Muirhead. Harris 
of Coopers & Lybrand receivers appointed by the 
Commonwealth Bank were represented by Mr Fraser Q.C. 
The receivers were seeking a judgement to take over 
Muirheads' property, kick Muirheads off and for a restraining 
order against the Muirheads becoming violent. 

The judge, Justice Byrne after hearing the grounds of 
defence of Stephanie and then George Muirhead tumed to Mr 
Fraser Q.C. and said to effect in a questioning tone - there 
does seem to be a case to answer Mr Fraser? Mr Fraser 
teplied to effect and very closely to "Yes your Honour there 
does seem to be a case to answer”. Mr Justice Byrne asked 
the Muirheads why they were representing themselves 
instead of having legal representation. They replied that the 
receivers had frozen their bank accountso they had no money 
for legal advice and representation. Justice Byrne turned to 
Mr Fraser Q.C. and said to effect Mr Fraser | think it is only 
fair that the Muirheads have access to money for legal advice 
and representation. Mr Fraser Q.C. agreed that this was 
reasonable. Statements and comments further implied to any 
reasonable person that the Muirheads were to have access 
to their accounts to run the farm as well. 

The judge said his job was to protect the interests of the Bank 
until the case was tried and he directed that an agreement for 
the receivers to be allowed to Inspect the property and the 
books of account between 8.00am and 6.00pm. this 
agreement was written out, agreed upon, registered in the 
court, signed and copies were exchanged.

In the aftermath of the Waco tragedy there will be many 
questions asked, firstly of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms for their gestapo-style attack on the Branch 
Davidian compound on February 28, 1993, and ultimately 
of the FBI for the tragic inferno fifty-one days later many 
think they may have started. Many facts were not 
reported in the popular press (surprise, surprise!); the 
following is an account of what happened and, according 
to the information available to us, why. 

The raid on Ranch Apocalypse was planned by the BATF 
well in advance of the day they botched it completely. 
Rehearsals had taken place at Fort Hood, Texas, which 
was too close to the target area for security reasons; in 
order to succeed the raid relied on the element of 
surprise. This was also not helped by the fact that the 
assault force of about one hundred men headed through 
the township of Waco on the morning of the raid; David 
Koresh was informed TWO HOURS before it was due 
that "the ATF and National Guard were coming to get 
him". A BATF agent was present with Koresh when he 
was told this, he then left the compound, advised his 
superiors that Koresh knew of their plans, and yet the raid 
was not called off. Which makes Director Higgins’ 
lamenting "we lost the element of surprise", as if they 
didn't know this beforehand, a little hard to take. 

To further harm their security net, the media were invited 
to tag along to see how the big boys operate; perhaps 
this was why the operation was set for 0900 hrs - in full 
daylight of course - instead of a few minutes before dawn, 
like most successful raids. It is not known whether the 
media alerted Koresh, or just a sympathetic local, but 
there were enough holes in the BATF’s security to drive 
a Mack truck through.

So what should have been a simple matter of serving a 

warrant to arrest David Koresh and searching the 
premises for illegal weapons and explosive devices, 
turned into a full- scale fire fight, resulting in four federal 
agents killed, sixteen wounded, and an unknown number 
of casualties on the other side - not to mention the high 
element of danger to women and children inside the 
compound. Even then, considering the strategic 
advantage of the watch tower, BATF were fortunate more 
men were not killed. NO medical team or doctor were 
attached to the assault team. Luckily the Branch 
Davidians allowed a cease fire for the BATF to retrieve 
their dead and wounded; as it was it took THREE HOURS 
for them to completely evacuate. 


BRING ON THE CLOWNS 


After this tragic fiasco the FBI were called in to take 
control of a hopeless situation. The standoff continued 
until April 19th, 1993, when it was decided that due to 
their "concern for the safety of the children inside", a final 
assault was launched on the perimeter of the compound. 
Tanks equipped with battering rams punched holes into 
the wooden buildings and tear gas was pumped in for 
several hours. Just after midday smoke and flames 
appeared around the compound; it was at least 10 
minutes before the fire department was called out from 
Waco, 10 miles distant; two fire engines had arrived at 
the checkpoint by 12:22, but were held a further 16 
minutes before being allowed to go on to the fire. 

This was allegedly out of concern for the safety of the 
firemen. But the fact that they were not on standby 
already, or that the some of the same armoured vehicles 
used to batter down the walls were not equipped with fire 
fighting equipment (which is one of their specific 
functions), points to another sinister oversight of possible 
intent. By the time the firefighters were on the scene 
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Ranch Apocalypse was well and truly ablaze. Did the FB) 
use pyrotechnic or incendiary tear gas canisters, as they 
had to such great effect in the past? Some would make 
the point that it would prevent a few embarrassing 
questions from being asked in the aftermath. 

Despite the fact that David Koresh may have been off 
his rocker, he may have had unconventional religious 
notions, and his community (or "sect" as the media prefer 
to label them) may have held little respect for the 
government, did this justify the tactics employed by the 
BATF and FBI to serve some warrants and conduct a 
search and seize raid? What would have been wrong with 
arresting Koresh on one of his daily trips into Waco, and 
simply holding him until the group agreed to having their 
premises inspected? 

President Clinton had some interesting comments to 
make:"| do not think the United States government is 
responsible for the fact that a bunch of fanatics decide 
to kill themselves ... We know that David Koresh had sex 
with children. | think that is undisputed, is it not? ... Where 
| come from, that qualifies as child abuse." 

In fact, the allegations could not be verified by Texas 
authorities, and even if they were, are out of the 
jurisdiction of federal agencies, and why the hell should 
eighty-odd people die for the sins of one man anyway? 
Perhaps the most chilling quote came from a federal law- 
enforcement source whom | quote from Soldier of 
Fortune magazine:"The FBI strikes again! I've taught 
their sniper teams. I've taught their SWAT teams ... I'm 
flat here to tell you, every time they really want to hurt 
somebody, they use tear gas. They use pyrotechnic 
burning devices. They do it intentionally. I've been there 
when they did it ... and they use it when they want to

When | received a copy of

the introduction were that eminent historians considered 
him a “patient researcher of unrivalled industry and 
success", with "indefatigable scholarly industry". To me 











this was interesting not so much in what they said, but 
what they didn't say. 


So my next step was to contact the History Department 
of the Queensland University for a local opinion. Again 
along familiar lines were, "He has written a number of 
books that demonstrate enormous energy to amass 
material”, "...respected for his conscientiousness", BUT all 
ended with comments like, "...deliberately slanted to give 
support to Neo-Nazi and anti- Semitic positions", or "...an 
apologist for extreme Nationalism." 

Meanwhile, back at the ranch, Mr Irving started his 
monologue describing his persecution throughout many 
countries around the world, where he has been either 
banned or arrested for voicing his opinions. |'m afraid that 
| ceased to be an unbiased observer the moment he 
named his oppressors:"Our traditional enemy - we all 
know who they are...". | can understand his repeated 
references to "my opponents” - even a historian could view 
people with an differing view as opponents. but referring 
to “our traditional enemy" more than a dozen times in a 
relatively short talk, sometimes with a sort of rabid 
intensity, suggested to me that here is a man who no 
longer takes an impartial view of the history he researches. 

By his own admission, there is a tendency for historians 
to take a certain point of view and then set out to justify it 
through their work. | am certainly not qualified to pass 
judgement on the facts that he presented, but in the light 
of the preamble | was less than convinced by his 
conclusions. My friend from the University of Queensland 
was quick to point out that basing an argument on the non- 
existence of documentary proof, by saying that Hitler could 
not have been responsible for the death of x-million Jews 
in World War Two because nobody can find a written order 
for their execution, is more than a little irresponsible in the 
light of the enormity of the events. 

Whether people were killed by bullets, hydrogen cyanide, 
Zyklon-B, carbon monoxide or an epidemic - surely this is 
irrelevant; those responsible for herding them into slave 
labour camps, concentration camps, repatriation camps or 
whatever, must ultimately be responsible for their deaths.

Constitution, where in fact it is not legal in any context 
at all. If the Constitution had been taught in all schools 
as a subject they would have been exposed years ago 
as subverters of the Constitution but because they kept 
it a secret from the people, they have got away with it 
until now.

Ten years ago city officials in Kennesaw, Georgia, began a 
bold experiment. They enacted a Jaw requiring every household 
to own a firearm, exempting those with criminal records or 
Teligious objections. The results of this experiment have been 
phenomenal, showing that armed citizens deter crime. 

An early study (in 1982) found that the residential burglary rate 
had fallen 89% in the seven months since the law's enactment. 
This drop outpaced the more modest 10.4% drop in the entire 
State of Georgia during the same period. This result was not 
unexpected by the sponsors of the law. A law like Kennesaw's 
requiring a gun in every home should deter burglaries the most. 
Criminals who know that the homeowner is armed will usually 
avoid such a home for fear of being apprehended by an armed 
citizen. Or perhaps even shot. 

But what about the murder rate? Did Kennesaw become a 
magnet for violence? 

No. Last year, not one murder was committed in this suburb 
of Atlanta (one of the more dangerous crimeridden U.S. cities). 
They experienced zero murders, even though the entire city of 
Kennesaw is armed. Guns have not caused a crime epidemic 
and criminals attempt fewer crimes because they, presumably, 
fear being apprehended or shot by an armed citizen. 

By contrast, there is one city where criminals have literally no 
fear of being shot by a potential victim. That city is Washington 
D.C. 1n 1976 city officials enacted one of the most restrictive gun 
control laws in the U.S., making it virtually impossible for law- 
abiding citizens to own a gun, 




























The result is that Washington's murder rate has escalated 
134% since 1975 - while the national rate has dropped 2% 
during that same period. At this point, those with flat earth views 
‘on gun control will argue that criminals in Washington get their 
guns from Virginia (right next door across the Potomac River), 
where the laws are more relaxed. This, they claim, is why the 
Washington ban is not working. 

Perhaps criminals do get their guns in Virginia, but this ignores 
one point: If the availability of guns in Virginia is the root of 
Washington's problem, why does Virginia not have the same 
murder rate as Washington? Virginia is awash with guns yet the 
murder rate is much, much lower. 

Arlington, a city in Virginia (directly across the river from 
Washington) has a murder rate, according to the FBI, 11 times 
lower than Washington's; 7 murders per 100,000 versus 77.8 
per 100,000. 

Boise, Idaho and Colorado Springs, Colorado, also give their 
citizens easy access to firearms. But the murder rates in these 
two cities in 1990 were only 2.4 and 3.2 respectively. 


These examples represent only the tip of the iceberg, But the 
point is clear; gun control is not crime control. If it was, then 
Washington D.C. would now be Paradise. It is more like Hell 
on Earth. The same situation will exist here in Australia, Don't 
let our politicians disarm us.

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Over the weekend of the 8th and 9th of May 1993, the FOAA 
conducted its Annual General Meeting. 

The most immediately apparent result to come out of this 
meeting was the decision of those in attendance to accept a 
gracious offer from the publishers of Lock Stock & Barrel 
magazine to incorporate our newsletter into the magazine. This 
will greatly reduce the capital drain on the organisation that 
producing such a newsletter imposes and also provides the 
members with better value for their membership dollar. 

Let me say at the outset that LS&B is not the official journal 
of the FOAA, nor does the inclusion of the FOAA newsietter in 
LS&B in any way suggest that the FOAA endorses the opinions 
‘or articles contained in this magazine. On most of the issues 
raised in LS&B, we do of course wholeheartedly agree. To 
suggest otherwise would be an outright lie. However there have 
been issues and topics covered by LS&B that we did not and 
will not endorse as an organisation concemed with upholding 
the rights of firearm owners. 

Basically, the guts of the situation is this. If there is something 
printed in this or future FOAA columns with which you have a 
problem, complain to me. However if you have a beef with any 
other part of the magazine, take it to the editor and/or 
publishers. 

As is usual at an AGM, an election was held for office bearers. 

The following people were chosen to represent us in the 
coming year: 

President - Ron Owen Snr Vice President - Owen Dare 
Jnr Vice President - lan McNiven Secretary - Colin Stiller 
Treasurer - Michael Tarlinton 

The business side of the meeting progressed smoothly with 
surprisingly little disagreement about the direction and actions 
which the FOAA should pursue in the coming year. 

Some of the resolutions to come out of the meeting were: 

To increase the policy of consumer veto against any company 
which sponsors print or electronic media reports which are 
biased against gun ownership. If you see a report or newspaper 
article which you find offensive as a gun owner, contact us, or 
this magazine so we can undertake retaliatory action. 

It was decided to undertake a prorgamme whereby the FOAA 
would act as an intermediary between drought stricken farmers 
and hunters. The idea is that about the only thing that farmers 
have left is the actual land on which they stand and in many 
cases an abundance of feral animals adding to their already 
difficult circumstances. By putting landowners in touch with 
responsible people who are prepared to pay for the privilege of 
hunting on their land we may be able to help inject some much 
needed cash into our most valuable industry. 

The fees charged by the landholder as well as any other 
restrictions such as numbers of hunters, types and calibres of 
firearms, etc, would be entirely at the discretion of the 
landowner in question. The FOAA would act purely as a go- 
between and would not seek any financial rewards for our 
actions. We cannot, of course, endorse any particular hunters, 
or landowners for that matter. We will purely list the applicants 
and the participating landholders could make contact at their 


discretion and negotiate terms and conditions for themselves. 
If you are a landholder or a potential customer who would like 
to take advantage of this offer, please write to us, listing as 
many details as you deem relevant including calibres, etc of 
firearms, areas where you would be interested, and if you are 
alandholder, concentration and types of game which could be 
expected . Remember, the success of this operation depends. 
on your honesty. Any untoward behaviour on behalf of either 
party will result in their immediate removal from the 
programme and public notification of the same in this column. 

One of the other more interesting motions to come out of this 
meeting reads as follows: "That the FOAA formulate a list of 
people considered to be unsuitable to purchase firearms, 
especially in times of civil disturbance and/or national 
emergency,,who by their demonstratable and irrational 
aversion to firearms might present a danger to the community 
through incompetence to handle a firearm. A training and 
rehabilitation programme is to be developed to enable these 
people to redeem themselves and gain free access to the 
available firearms, as is allowed to normal law-abiding 
citizens." This motion was carried unanimously and will be 
carried out with much vigour. We saw recently in Los Angeles 
that the self.same people who were seeking to disarm the 
population Were the firstin line for guns when the waste matter 
hit the oscillating device. We are determined that if it is their 
view that we should not be armed for our defence then they 
damn well won't be armed for theirs. Especially in times of 
unrest when normal people are crying out for the limited 
number of available firearms. The media is always saying that 
we want to see open slather with firearms available to just 
anybody, well we intend to prove that there are certain 
individugis whom we consider most unsuitable to possess 
firearms, and that they are not necessarily convicted 
criminals. The FOAA of course opposes criminals, especially 
those convicted of violent offences, having access to firearms. 
Weill distribute these lists to every gun dealer in the country 
and ask them to use their discretion and refuse service to 
these people in the interest of the public safety, whether or 
not they are the holder of any licence or permit or any other 
government documentation which claims that they are a fit 
and proper person. Their actions have shown them not to be 
so and it is up to them to publicly redeem themselves in order 
to be considered once again fit to possess a firearm. 


if you can think of any candidates for such a list please 
contact us with their name and the charges against them, 
including documentation of their offences against the firearms 
owning community and therefore the safety of the community 
in general.

LOYALTY TO THE U.) 
What Guns Does the United Nations Need? 
Stanley W. Johnston 


Jimi Hendrix (Lock Stock & Barrel No. 8) fears that the 
United Nations might harm Australia. It is a proper fear: 
any government can go wrong. We ought now, for 
instance, to be able to test the validity of UN Security 
Council actions in the World Court. But Hendrix could 
make a stronger case: some of his reasons miss the 
target. 

The United Nations is a "quiet coup," but it is no alien 
or Unsought coup; member states and the people 
support it because it is profitable. The threat of nuclear 
annihilation concentrated our minds marvellously to 
accept that, on essentials, we are one world, one 
economy and one race, and to see that isolation is 
Weakness. 

The United Nations does not call for altruism; it enlarges 
our personal status, and is our only means of self- 
determination on global issues. | stand taller as an 
Australian than as a Victorian, and world citizens will 
enjoy more power than nationals. In Australia we have 
sovereignty in right of the Commonwealth and 
sovereignty in right of the states, and the people share 
in both: we authorise the sovereign who best does the 
job. 








Aussies are only one of 181 UN member states, but our 

democratic lobbying skills give us clout, and our one 
vote is more than equal suffrage would give us. Nation 
states do better in the United Nations (where they alone 
vote) than they would in a system which extends the 
franchise to indigenous peoples, other bodies politic, 
transnational corporation, and individuals. 

LSB might say how best to divide jurisdiction between 
the centre and the constituent states. For example, 
Malaysia wants the United Nations to exploit Antarctica. 
Let's do something useful for Australia by defining the 
scope of domestic jurisdiction, and consolidating our 
sovereignty in Antarctica. Get Britain, Argentina and 
Chile to settle their overlapping territorial claims so that 
the seven claimant states can make their proper 200- 
mile seabed claims. 

Hendrix calls it treason to give allegiance to the United 
Nations because the United Nations is a foreign power. 
That is doubly wrong. First, dual citizenship may lead to 
a conflict of loyalties, and it does bar election to 
Parliament; but it is not treason. Hendrix's love of 
Australia does not make him a traitor to Queensland or 
Gympie. Secondly, the United Nations is not a foreign 
power. The central government in a federation is superior 
but now foreign to its member states; and the United 
Nations is no more foreign to Australia than Australia is 
foreign to Queensland. Some governments still wrongly 
call the United Nations a foreign or external affair: we

need Departments of World Affairs for our booming 
relations with the United Nations. 

Hendrix still fears Communism. He says that the United 
Nations is Communist, and that every UN Secretary- 
General and Security Council president has been a 
Communist. Wrong! Hendrix lists the Security Council's 
Moscow presidents as if they are its only presidents. 
There have also been other East European and Chinese 
Communist presidents. But the ratio of Communist to 
non-Communist presidents is low. The presidency 
totates monthly among the Council's member states in 
English alphabetical order, and Russia gets its turn only 
once in 15 months. The UN Secretary is appointed by the 
Assembly on the recommendation of the Council, and the 
US veto prevents appointment of a Communist. 

Like the Australian parliament, the United Nations is 
democratically receptive to all parties, but has not sold 
out to any. The United Nations was never dominated by 
Communists: its current flourishing springs from the 
demise of Communism. As in any democracy, a loyal 
opposition party will be good for the UN General 
Assembly. UNESCO promotes both the world heritage 
and a fruitful diversity of cultures. 

Like Hendrix, China's dictators see human rights as a 
foreign plot. They do not question the terms of the rights; 
they just cannot stand anyone looking over their

The other day, in one of those moments of exasperation and 
wishful thinking, a mate said,"but why can't we just blow the 
bastards away?” As a fellow citizen (inmate?) of a liberal 
democratic society in the throes of being subverted by a self 
appointed elite that is neither liberal nor democratic | can 
understand his anguish.

Even a political and legal system dominated by left- 
progressive lawyers whose hobby is social interfering, sorry, 
engineering, and voting themselves huge salaries. 

OK, so what does that mean in real life? First get your own 
life and soul in order. The world is hard to change and in the 
meantime you must survive and find happiness, or at least 
peace.
